Unconscious Youth Carried 
on Coats Through Wil- 
derness—Found After All 
Night Search.

Leonard Lawrence, a stage driv- 
er, discovered the wreckage at 6:30 
a. m., after parties of more than 
100 had searched all night since 
Mockler, Goldsborough’s 
flight companion, had come out of 
the woods with word of the acci- 
dent. 

The six men that found the fly- 
er used two coats tied together as 
a stretcher. They carried the un- 
conscious youth nearly two miles 
before reaching an ambulance. 
Part of the journey was through 
thick mud, knee deep, while at 
other points rocks and boulders 
barred the path. 

The youth's teeth had been 
knocked out and, true to the in- 
stinct of an experienced flyer, he 
had reached for his parachute 
cord. One finger held a-tight grip 
on the ring which opens the para- 
chute. 

Goldsborough ani Mockler were 
flying from Buffalo, N. Y., to 
Keene, N. H., and had stopped at 
Schenectady, N. Y. Taking off from 
there, intense fog was encountered 
within 15 minutes, and the men 
became lost, crashing about noon. 

Mockler was thrown free, but 
was unable to pull wreckage off 
his companion and, after an hour, 
started down the mountain side. 
He became lost, but following a 
small stream, arrived. at a farm 
house at 5 p. m. Searching parties 
were immediately formed and air- 
planes were notified to fly over 
the country. 

The crash occurred 6n Woodford 
Mountain. Mockler, although near- 
ly exhausted, returned with a 
searching party and stayed on the 
mountain all-night. He remem- 
bered a swamp andaé_é waterfall 
near the scene of the crash and 
the information led woodsmen to 
the scene. ° 

Mrs. Bryce Goldsborough, the 
boy’s stepmother, arrived here late 
last night from Albany. Mockler 
was flying with Goldsborough to 
Keene to keep a lecture appoint- 
ment last night. Goldsborough had 
left Cleveland, O., yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Goldsborough is the son of Bryce 
Goldsborough, who lost his life in 
the Dawn, Mrs. Frances Grayson’s 
plane, which disappeared in the 
North Atlantic in December, 1927, 
on an attempted trans-Atlantic 
flight.

One of the Great Actors of Jewish 
Theater in Europe and U, 8. 


By TEW YORK, July 15.—Rudolph 
Schildkraut, one of the great actors 
of the Jewish theater in Europe, 
came to the United States about 
20 years ago from Vienna to ap- 
pear before East Side audiences in 
New York in the classic plays of 
his people. 

10- years’ acquaintance 
with the American stage he wit- 
nessed the rapid decline of the 
Jewish theater here, and was one 
of several noted Jewish actors who 
turned in recent years from the 
folk theater to the motion pictures 
or the English-speaking stage.

Harry Brundidge Requested to 
Come to Chicago in 
Lingle Investigation.

CHICAGO, July 15.—The Cook 
County Grand Jury today tele- 
graphed Harry T. Brundage, 8&t.

CARTER AMENDMENT 


All Those to Be Voted on in, 
November Are to Speed 
Condemnation Actions. 


City Counselor Muench today is- 


sued a statement, explaining the 
nine prop charter amendments, 
to be voted upon at the November 
election, all of which are for the 
purpose of speeding and simplify- 
ing ,condemnation procedure, in 
connection with public improve- 
ment undertakings, 

The amendments are numbered 
10 to 18 inclusive. The City Coun- 
selor gives an outline of the pur- 
port and - purpose: of each of. the 
amendments. He estimates that 
in the Third street widening case, 


_the proposed changes in the char- 


ter would save three years as com- 
pared with the present ‘provisions. 
No. 10 is designed to broaden 
che purposes for which condemna- 
tion suits may be brought, to make 
it unnecessary to name the hus- 
band in-a proceeding where prop- 
erty is owned by the wife,. and to 
have notices filed after a condem- 
nation ordinance is passed, instead 
of waiting until suit is brought. 
No. 11 makes changes intended 
to cut down the time for service 
of notice, permitting orders .of 
publication in cases where prompt 
service cannot be obtained. No. 
12 gives the city and the property 
owhers the right’to share in se- 


missioners: _ No, 13 requires the 
commissioners to proceed within 
certain time limits. 

No. 14, which is characterized as 
one of the most important of the 
group, makes it possible to enter 
a preliminary judgment for bene- 
fits in a condemnation proceeding 
as soon as the city pays the amount 
of damages. into court arid takes 
possession of the property. At 
present, benefit assessments are 
not collectibée until final judgment 
is entered, and improvements are 
delayed for years to await the 
benefit assessments. The city has 
made arrangements to sell benefit 
judgments through an investment 
house, thus enabling it to pay the 
money and have the work started. 

Nos. 15 to 17 provide for regu- 
larizing and harmonizing certain 
parts of the amendments with the 
existing charter provisions. No. 18 
permits changes in plans without 
the requirement of a new proceed- 
ing, thus eliminating a cause of 
long delays.

ISHAW'S GARDEN GROWS 
SFEDS OF “LOST LILY” 


Special Precautions Used in 
‘ Perpetuating Plant. Redis- 
covered After 40 Years. 


Most cherished of all the botani- 
cal treasures ‘at Shaw’s Garden to- 
day is a common pint milk bottle 
with most uncommon contents, 

The lowly container is. partly 
submerged in a reservoir of luke- 
warm water in a barred green- 
house. In the bottom is a thin de- 
posit of soil. In the soil today 
showed a dozen tiny shoots of 
green-—the first seedlings to ger- 
minate from the “lost yellow lily” 
which bloomed last month at the 
garden for the first time anywhere 
in civilization, after the world’s 
Botanists had sought it for 40 years. 

Until June 9 there was no evi- 
dence that a yellow tropical lily 
existed except a piece of a dried 
flower sent to the Berlin herbarium 
40 years ago from somewhere in 
Africa by a collector named Stuhl- 
mann, 
3000 seeds which the garden had 
obtained after a 12-year search, 
blossomed a lovely primrose yellow 
flower, and Supt. Pring knew he 
had the true Nymphea Stuhlmannil 
and opportunity for a whole new 
series of lily hybrids. Today, with 
the seedlings showing green, he 


was perjured,

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knows that the species can be per- 
petuated in cultivation, and there 
is no danger of losing the new- 
found treasure through the loss of 
the single plant. 

Polien from the first bloom, he 
relatéd, was used to pollenate the 
second on June 17, In the remark- 
ably brief time of two weeks the 
seed pod developed and matured. 
The secds were the smallest 
Nymphaea seeds he had seen— 
“about the size of a gnat’s eye,” 
he had estimated—and extraordi- 
nary care was required in handling 
them. The fittest instrument of 
sclence in this extra-careful plan, 
he found, was a pint milk bottle 
with a screen over the top to keep 
out dangerous insects. 


As the baby plants pass the milk 


bottle stage they will be trans- 
ferred to individual containers of 
increasing size. The parent plant, 
thriving outdoors but out of pub- 
lic view, will be used exclusively 
for cross-pollination from lily spe- 
cies and the eightshybrids pro- 
duced at Shaw’s Garden before all 
possible combinations, without the 
yellow, were exhausted. It will 
probably not be on display this 
season. 

Only these tropical lilies, in the 
pools in the entrance plaza, thrived 
in the heat of early July. Old wood 
on many shrubs died back as in 
the bitter cold of last winter. 
Leaves o fmany trees withered and 
drifted down as in an early au- 
tumn. This, Superintendent Pring 
explained, was in the natural 
mechanism to reduce the evapor- 
ation sumface when the roots were 
obtaining scant water from the 
ground to evaporate through the 


leaves.

NN ALEXANDRIA RIOTING 


Result of General Strike in Be- 
half of Victims of Political 
Disorders. 


By the Associated Press, * 
ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, July 15. 


—Fourteen persons, of whom eight 
were Europeans, were killed in 
rioting during a general strike 
here today. About 250 ‘persons 


were reported injured, many of 
them seriously. One of the dead 
was an Italian citizen. 

Another of many reports circu- 
lated about the city administration 
buildings was that 17 persons had 
been killed and 130 injured. This 
report mentioned no Europeans. 

Two senior police officers wgre 
wounded and many lower grade 
police and soldiers also were on 
the casualty list. The situation to- 
night was somewhat quieter. 

The disorders were precipitated 
in sympathy with the victims of 
recent political rioting in Mansou- 
rah and Bilbes. A general strike 
had been called. The previous 
disorders followed the resignation 
of Premier Nahas Pasha, when the 
King refused to sign a bill which 
Parliament had passed. The King 
dissolved Parliament, but Nahas 
Pasha received a yote of confi- 
dence. 

Wafd (Nationalist) Deputies and 
Senators, numbering about 6500, 
later met as a self-constituted Na- 
tional Assembly and passed reso- 
lutions against the King. In sub- 
sequent meetings of these politi- 
cal factions police interfered and 
violence resulted, 

The Exchange Telegraph Co. re- 
ports that Mohamet Ali Square has 
been occupied by a detachment of 
Egyptian army troops and that 
reinforcements are being sent from 
Cairo. 

Windows were smashed in most 
of the European shops fronting 
upon the square. 'The crowd tried 
to set fire to a police station, but 
was driven off.

Rescue parties are going to the aid 
of the young British aviator, Eric 
Hook, whom his companion, Jitn- 
mie Matthews, left in a dying con- 
dition on the banks of a river near 
here after their plane crashed in 
the jungle. The rescuers, however, 
fear that, even if they did find 
him eventually it would be too late 
to bring him out alive. It was 
pointed out they had long stretches 
of high hills to climb and rapid 
torrents to struggle against before 
the area could be covered, 

The torrents increased in force 
the past few days, while the flat 
country is becoming rapidly sub- 
merged in the monsoon floods. 

- Hook and Matthews were On a 
flight from England to Australia 
when their plane cracked up on a 
bamboo clump. Hook became very 
ill before they could get out of the 
wilderness, and Matthews finally 
was obliged to leave him in dying 
condition and seek help for both. 
By the Associated Press. 

SYDNEY, Australia, July 15.— 
An admission that the plane used 
by Hook and Matthews in their 
attempted flight from England to 
Australia was overloaded is con- 
tained in a letter received by the 
mother of Eric Hook, dated Lon- 
don, June 2.

U. S. Officials Point to Cost 


of Transportation of Flour - 
and Distribution of Product. 


By the Associated Press, 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Offi- 


cials of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor support assertions 
of members of the Federal Farm 
Board that fluctuations in the price 
of wheat have comparatively little 
effect on the retail price of bread. 
But these officials say the cost 
of flour comprising a loaf of bread 
is a relatively unimportant factor 
contributing to the total cost, and 
that the expense of transporting 
the wheat to the mill, the flour to 
the bakery, and the cost of distrib- 
uting the finished food is primarily 
responsible for whatever increases 
the bread market has undergone. 
Deonardion’ their opinion, the 
department offers statistics cover- 
ing the last 13 years which show 
the average wholesale price of 
wheat has at times almost trebled 
while getail bread avcrages during 


the same period have fluctuated | 


between a low of 5.6 cents a pound 
to only 11.5. In these statistics that 
follow, the department has chosen 
No. 2 hard winter, Kansas City 
wheat, which has the most impor- 
tant rating on the market: 
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Production of wheat flour in the 
United States during May, 1930, 
amounted to 8,980,991 barrels, com- 
prising 41,329,103 bushels of 
wheat. The mills reporting these 
statistics numbered 1037, produc- 
ing approximately 93.1 per cent 
of the total output of wheat flour 
reported for the country at the 
biennial census of manufactures 
for 1927. An average of 276.1 
pounds of wheat was required to 
produce a barrel of flour during 
the late reporting period.

Promises Not Fulfilled. 


They told us that prohibition 
would prohibit.

Failures, and More Failures. 


They have restored the forgotten 
art of home-made liquors, and 
taught hundreds of thcusands to 
produce intoxicants from every 
sugar or starch yielding fruit and 
grain. 

They have directly killed by pol- 
s0n, mostly administered and pre- 
scribed under the supervision of 
the Prohibition Department, thou- 
sands of unsuspecting people . 

In an attempt to dam up the 
stream of human appetite and. de- 
sire, they have let loose upon us 
a devastating flood. ? 

They told us they did not seek to 
control or interfere with the per- 
sonal habits or privileges of the 
citizen, 

They now declare their’ intent

Their amendment to the Consti- 
tution is at war with the funda- 
mental purposes of our Govern- 
ment, with the declared purpose of 
the Constitution, and with every 
other section of it, because it as- 
sumes Federal control over acts 
committeed wholly within the bor- 
ders of the states, and like~ all 
other acts, originally cognizable 
alone by the tribunals of the 
states. 

They have repudiated the dec- 
laration that “all men are endowed 
by their Creator with the.one in- 
alienable right to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness,” and have 
substituted therefor a new legisla- 
tive and Constitutional doctrine 
that the pursuit of happiness shall 
be in : ccordance with the will of 
the Anti-Saloon League. 

How ridiculous, how tragic, it 
all is. Federal Government was not 
intended to have jurisdiction over 
crimes, except those committed up- 
on Federal territory, or where the 
act constituted a violation of some 
express authority granted by the 
Federal Government. 


The Cry for More Laws. 


By the eighteenth amendment, 
they reversed this policy as to in- 
toxicating liquors. The anomaly 
presented is that we still trust the 
States exclusively to punish mur- 
der, arson, rape, robbery and all 
other crimes, however, heinous, 
but hold that the States cannot be 
trusted to regulate the sale of a 
glass of beer. 

If a man were in the presence of 
the United States Marshal to sell a 
thirsty applicant a single glass of 
beer, and then in cold blood were 
to assassinate his customer, the 
murderer could be arrested and 
tried in the Federal Court. For 
what? For the sale of the glass of 
beer. Yet he could not be arrested 
and tried in the Federal Court for 
the deliberate murder. 


For the precepts of moral law 
implanted by the Almighty in the 
hearts of men, they substitute leg- 
islative statutes; for persuasion, 
force; for the admonitions of con- 


science, the terrors of fear. 


They seek to make men good by 
statute. In reliance upon the rule 
of force, they have almost entirely 
ceased persuasive logic and appeals 
to conscience and judgment. 

No longer do we hear the doc- 
trine of temperance, self-restraint 
and self-responsibility taught. All 
that we hear are the discordant 
notes of the fanatic: “Law, more 
law, and still more law! Punish- 
ment, and still more punishment! 
Heap heavier still, the shackles, 

Bar closer still the gate; 

Patient as sheep, let all men yield 

Unto our cruel hate. 

I. believe, as all decent people 
believe, that this should be a tem- 
perate nation; that -drunkenness 
should be reduced to the mini- 
mum, and that with the march of 
intelligence it will practically dis- 
appear. 

This was the identical object of 
those good men and women who 
first raised the standard of tem- 
perance. The question, after 10 
years of prohibition, is still: How 
can temp ce be best promoted? 

One theory is to pass laws strict- 
ly regulating the manufacture _of 
liquor, forbidding the sale to min- 
ors or incompetents, and to back 
these efforta by education, by ap- 
peals to reason, by teaching peopte 
self-restraint,- and by moral and 
religious persuasion. 

The other theory is to forbid by 
statute thé sale or possession of

liquors, fix heavy penalties, employ 


an army of spies and informers, 
and substitute for moral persua- 
sion, education and intelligence, the 
application of force. 


When People Refuse to Obey. 

The latter theory has been tried 
out. Itis all very well to Say peo- 
ple should obey the taw.' But if 
the people do not obey the law if 
crime and vice and drunkenness 
and law breaking have resulted it 
then becomes the duty of all good 
citizens not ‘to persist stubbornly 
in a vicious and hopeless. policy 
put to seek for some other remedy. 

We must take this world as it :s,

Give the Problem 
Back to the States 


THERS may be able to 
make better suggestions 
| than Iadvance. Butto my mind 
the first step should be a return 
to the States of their natural 
duties and functions.

If, by constitutional. amendment, 
all people were commanded to at- 
tend a certain church, no benefit 
would be conferred upon «that 


church. . It would immediately pro- |. 


mote opposition, skepticism and 


hatred of the established religion. ' 


Yet the adherents of that particu- 
lar faith would be perfectly sure 
that all men oug-t to believe in 
their accepted creed. 

You cannot make people adhere 
to a particular code of ethics by 
man-made law. These sentiments 
which, for the most part, control 
the conduct of civilized humanity, 
are the results of long years of 
teachings added to the inheritance 
of the past. “hey were perhaps 
originally bestowed upon man by 
the kindness of heaven. 

What law can do is to prevent 
interferendée with the natural rights 
of man. Laws regulating personal 
conduct, where that conduct does 
not impinge upon the rights of 
others, have always been failures. 
The substitution of force for moral 
suasion has been demonstrated in 
the foregoing articles to be a dis- 
mal and cataclysmic failure. 

I appeal to the lovers of human- 
ity, to the advocates of real tem- 
perance, to the ministers -of the 
Gospel, to the fathers and mothers 
of the land, to find a remedy. 

Others may be able to make bet- 
ter suggestions than I advance. But 
to my mind the first step should 
be a return to the states of their 
natural duties'‘and functions. This 
would once more place in the hands 
of the people of the states the pow- 
er to solve the problem in accord- 
ance with the wishes of their own 
inhabitants. It would place the 
direct responsibility and the proper 
control of the liquor business upon 
the courts and constabulary. 

If the traffic in interstate liquor 
interferes. with proper enforcement 
of the Jaws of these states, that 
traffic can be prohibited or regu- 
lated by the Federal Government. 


A Substitute Offered. 


Such has for many years been 
my theory, a theory upon which I 
acted when I offered what is known 
as the “Reed Amendment,” which 
made all intoxicating liquors the 
moment they arrived within the 
borders of a State, subject exclu- 
sively to the laws of that common- 
wealth. 

I would repeal the inhuman and 
brutal laws passed by men, who, in 
the name of charity and Christiani- 
ty, have imposed penalties so atro- 
cious that their imposition consti- 
tutes a crime a thousand times 
worse than the act committed by 
thé individual against whom the 
penalties are enforced. 

I would discharge the army of 
spies, snoopers and perjurers who 
now infest the land and curse the 
courts of the country. 

I would compel strict account- 
ability of every organization’ en- 
gaging in political activities, 
whether acting under the name of 
the <Anti-Saloon League or any 
other alleged moral or. religious 
title. 

I would thus put out of business 
a large band of professional lob- 
byists who have preyed upon the 
people and infested the halls of 
Congress. 

I would try to create a public 
sentiment, which would condemn 
to eternal ignominy, and retire to 
private life, every official hypocrite 
who imposes er enforces laws, 
which he himself violates.

TO FARM BOARD | 


Piesident Makes It Clear 


He Is in Sympathy With 


.-S. Bureau Against 
uying More Grain. — 
TURNS DOWN KANSAS 
SENATORS’ REQUEST 
Takes View Purchase 
Would Not Help to Sta- 
bilize Market — I 
Replies to Gov, Reed.

WASHINGTON, July 15,—Presi- 
dent Hoover intends to let the Fed- 
eral Farm Board deal with the 


wheat market crisis in its own way, 
without any intervention from him. 
Furthermore, he is in agreement 
with the board’s judgment in refus- 
ing to buy a large quantity of 
wheat at this time for the purpose 
of stabilizing the price. 

This was made plain at the 
White House today, after Senator 
Henry Allen, (Rep.) of Kansas, 
had asked the President to order 
the Farm Board to purchase im- 
mediately 100,000,000 bushels of 
wheat and after his colleague, Sen- 
ator Capper, had issued a state- 
ment containing a similar appeal. 
No such order will be issued. 

If was pointed out at the White 
House that the purchase of such 
a quantity of wheat by the Board 
probably would have no tendency 
to raise the market price unless 
the wheat thus purchased was de- 
stroyed, because the existence of 
that vast surplus in the hands of 
one buyer would remain a constant 
threat to the market, and the first 
effort to sell any of it probably 
would break the price, 

Moreover, 100,000,000 bushels of 
wheat would cost about $85,000,- 
000 and that expenditure would 
impose a strain on the Board’s 
resources necessitating abandon- 
ment of its activities in many other 


} fields. 


It is admitted that the Board’s 
previous efforts to peg the price by 
buying in the open market was a 
failure. It now has on its hands 
about 60,000,000 bushels of wheat 
for which it paid $1.15 to $1.25 
a bushel. If this wheat were sold 
now the board would take a loss 
of about $25,000,000., Meantime it 
is paying storage charges on it. 

An interesting development in 
the situation is a new tendency at 
the White House to place on Con- 
gress responsibility for the board's 
policies. As is known, the farm 
bill was enacted virtually in the 
form dictated by President Hoover, 
and over the protest of the farm 
bloc in Congress, which preferred 
the debenture plan. It has been 
customary to refer to the Presi- 
dent’s Farm Board, since he ap- 
pointed all its members. 

Recently, however, pains have 
been taken at the White House to 
emphasize that the board is op- 
erating under the terms of an act 
passed by Congress, and that hence 
its politics were laid down by Con- 
gress, and that if they fail, Con- 
gress will be blamed,

“On May 9 press representatives 
were told that the President hoped 
to take a month’s holiday in-~ the 
Western national haptics beginning 
Aug. 1. 

“At that time it was anticipated 
that the work of Congress would 
be completed at a much earlier 
date than has now eventuated. 
“The President will require some 
time in Washington to complete 
important matters after the ad- 
journment of the present session. 
He expects, however, to be able to 
spend at least two weeks in the 
Northern Rockies late in August or 
early September, solely for «pur- 
poses of an outdoor holiday and 
rest. 

“The President has. received a 
great number of cordial invitations 
to make public appearances and 
addesses in various cities en route. 
The curtailment of the period when 
he may be away from Washington 
and the very nature of taking a 
holiday and rest will preclude ac- 
ceptance of these invitations and 
he believes they will not be 
pressed.”

announcement, said he would make 
Glacier National Park near the 
Canadian border the first stop on 
his trip and spend at least one 
week there fishing.

Brunk said he bor- 
rowed the money from the officers 
of the bank as personal loans from 
them and that when the bank fail- 
ed they threw his notes into the as- 
sets of the bank to “put the assets 
of the institution in better shape.” 

The Governor, in a statement 
Saturday, said that he and the At- 
torney General disapproved the 
Pierre Chouteau mortgage notes as 
state securities because they were 
part of a bond issue which was 
more than 50 per cent of the value 
of.the property on which they were 
issued.

Berlin Insists, However, on 
Full Equality and Same 
Security for All. 


By the Associated , 
BERLIN, July 15.—The text of 
Germany’s reply to Foreign Min- 
ister Briand’s memorandum for a 
“United States of Europe” was 
made public here tonight. It an- 
swers favorably France’s sugges- 
tion for a European union but 
stresses the objection that such a 
program could succeed only upon 
principles of full equality and the 
same security for all participants. 
Discrimination against courtries 
or continents and exclusion of 
European states not members of 
the League of Nations, such as 
Russia and Turkey, must be avoid- 
ed, the reply stated. 

European co-operation in the 
proposed league, according to the 
German answer, should not be 
made dependent on the creation of 
miiltary considerations affording 
greater security. Military consid- 
eration, the reply urged, should not 
be placed in the foreground. 

The reply made it clear that Ger- 
many welcomed the proposal and 
favored discussion of the whole 
Plan at the next session of the 
League of Nations in September. 
The reply points out thta Euro- 
pean countries are far from being 
in ai settled = state. They are 
charged with all kinds of tensions 
and antagonisms. No country, the 
note continues, feels the faults of 
the European state fabric more 
strongly than Germany. It adds 
that none has greater interest in 
removal of these faults, and that 
every country sees its mission from 
its own standpoint, a natural na- 
tional attitude. 

France, so runs the German 
theme, ‘stresses the necessity of at- 
tacking the European problem 
first from a political standpoint 
and then proceeding to the ex- 
amination of economic problems. 
Germany agrees that the present” 
distressing conditions in Europe 
are largely due to its political 
structure. The reply says, how- 
ever, that all attempts to amelio- 
rate the situation must be based 
upon equal rights and equal se- 
curity. It will be hopeless to build 
a new Europe on a foundation that 
would not support the living or- 
ganism.

“Let us see just what was done

“First, let me talk about battle- 
ships. As the result of the Wash- 
ington conference we got 18, the 
British 20 and Japan 10. 

“By the terms of the Washing- 
ton treaty a great period of battle- 
ship building was due to com- 
mence in 1931. Our program was 
for two to be laid down in 19$1, 
twa in 1932, one in 1933, two more 
in 1934, one in 1335, and two more 
in 1936, and they cost about $40,- 
000,000 apiece. 

“Groat Britain had the same 
thing to look forward, to, 10 of 
these monsters of the sea to be 
laid down between now and the 
end of 1936. 

“Japan had to look forward to 
laying down six of these battle- 
ships and every one was sure to 
be of the maximum tonnage, 385,- 
000 tons, every one was sure to 
be armed with 16-inch guns, every | 
one of them was sure to be the last 
word and the most expensive. 

“Strongest Card We Hail.” 

“I wonder the thoughtful offi- 
cials of these three governments 
who had to do with taxation 
groaned —when they read that 
schedule. That was the strongest 
card we had to play in London.

“My grandfather 
went west with Brigham Young 
and I was brought up to be one of 
the faithful out in the west. May- 
be I was intended for an elder in 
the church but I cared more for 
drawing and rather discourged any 
other career. I uscd to im- 
prove on the unartistic branding 
process of the cattle on the ranch 
and some of my early orizinals 
are probably still wandering 
around the plains in Utah. I was 
just born an illustrator, T guess. 

“When I came to New York 
from Salt Lake City [I was twenty- 
one, had four dollars in my pocket, 
and more than my share of ap- 
timism,” Mr. Held confesses. “I 
knew nothing of academic art and 
cared just as little for it but I 
thought | knew how to draw and 
this assurance let me land a news- 
paper job and gave me the chance 
to draw street car adverstisements 
on the side.” 

That was the beginning. And 
very soon after, John Held Jr., was 
sitting on top of the world with 
a brand new type of art that was 
peculiarly and distinctly his and 
which has remained so ever since.

There was a flock of 
young writers who alternately 
glorified and condemned the col- 
legiate era, but no artist seemed 
to have found the right note for 
their stories.

“The success of the exaggerated 
mode of today’s youth made me 
think exaggerations of a mode of 
yesterday ought to be worth 
money,’ Mr. Held explained, ‘‘so I 
began my burlesque of old wood- 
cuts. Their success surprised me 
most of all. “The New: Yorker’ 
bought a long series of them, and 
now I'm using them in advertising 
a nationally known product.” 


Held is one of the most widely 
imitated of present day artists. He 
is a nationally known judge of 
beauty contests, both of horses and 
women, but prefers the horses. 
Women necessarily find a place in 
his chosen vocation of art. But 
horses are his avocation, his real 
joy. of life! 

The outda@ors holds a double 
fascination for this artist who 
specializes in city sophisticates. He 
is an ardent dry fly fishermay and 
confesses he is “unable to work 
during duck shooting season.” Yet 


though he loves his fish, his famous 
horses. and his more famous 
farm in Westport, he lives when 
he is in New York, in a pent house 
on top of one of New York’s sky- 
scrapers and there writes the 
stories that are taking an increas- 
ingly important part in his time, 
and works over the drawing board 
that produces such favorites as 
“Merely Margy” his daily syndi- 
cated comic strip.

ELD is a creative artist in the 
H broadest sense of the word. 

His work is unique, ingenuous, 
the product of his imagination and 
talent. Last year he was awarded 
first prize in a national contest 
over more than. three hundred 
professional ‘sculptors, His water 
colors of lesser known corners of 
the earth sell wherever they are 
exhibited. He works convincingly 
in oils, pastels. water colors, pen 
and ink, and charcoal. 

According to Mr. Held, “The 
medium means nothing.
